£31,000 of the £100,000 required for 
preliminary expenses had been sab- 
soribed, and the enthusiasm displayed, 
not only at this meeting, but at a pre- 
vioas meeting of workiug men, seems 
to make it certain that the whole 
amount will bo speedily forthcoming. 
From the speeches thus delivered, and 
feom to pamphlets on the Canal ques- 
tion that have been obligingly piwced 
in our hands, we shall take a few 
interesting facts. At preseut there are 
eight modes of transit betweeu Mun. 
chester and Liverpool. The highway, 
the Mersey and Irwell navigation, 
the Bridgewater navigation, three rail.

But ono of the mombers for Manchester 
eaid in his speech that wherens the 
cost of carrying cotton from Liverpool 
to Oldham in 1852 was 11s, por tov, 
it now cost 18s. 74d. from the ship to 
the mill, Que of the principal reasous 
for this increased oost of trausport 
stated to be owing to Uhe caunls bavi 
to a Inrgo extent passed into the oon- 
trol of the railways. A anal, the same 
spenker said, can take goods at one.

The goveruments and people 
on the Continent have been developiug 
their ennal systems, and have thereby 
reduced tho railway freight rates 80 
greatly that the carriage of materials 
used in the iron industries of France, 
Belgium, Austria aud Germany cost 
now one-half whut it dues in England. 
The French canals since 1874 have 
reduced their charges three quarters 
and have doubled their trade, and 
way freights Lave at the same time 
been greatly reduced. The enormous 
benefits which Glasgow has derived 
om the deepening, or we should 
Wher say, the creation of a chau- 
nel in the Clyde, was frequently 
referred to, not only as an ex- 
ample to Manchester but ns showing 
how the proposed Ship Canal would 
affect the future. of the latter city. 
‘The shipping trade of Greenock, the 
natural port on the Clyde, increased 
50 per ceut. between 1866 and 1880, 
whereas the trade of the arlificial port 
of Glasgow increased 200 per cent. in 
the same period. Between 1870 and 
1880 the foreign shipping trade of 
Liverpool rose from 6,773,000 tons to 
9,886,000 tous, and as a largo inorease 
is likely to continue the Manchester

One speaker 
dealt’ with the probable increase in the 
popalation of Lancashire, the necessity 
of providing increased industries where- 
by the people might live, and said that 
for every person added to the popula- 
tion the best statisticians estimated that 
England had to import of flour, meat,aud 
sugar, alone, 430, 110, aud 68 ponuds 
respectively per annum. At these rates 
ofinoreasein popalation and food Lanoa- 
shire would require in the next genera 
tion £30,000,000 more of food than is 
now aunually imported for her use. 
The cost of the proposed Ship Canal 
is expected to be somewhere be- 
tween five and six millions sterling, 
and an average toll of 2/6d. por ton 
has been suggested. A toll of 33. 
per ton would ouly require one moder- 
ately sized vessel, say of 3,626 tous, 
to pass along each way per day to 
farnish the £1,088 a day of income 
necessary to pay 44 per cent on the 
mortgages—£1,500,000 of the whole 
cost,—and 64 per cent on the share 
onpital. ‘There seems to be no reuson 
why tho Canal should not pay, if the 
cost of construction does not exceed 
the estimates that have been placed 
from the public, But one of tho speakers 
said that if it never paid the sharo- 
holders at all, merchants and maunfac- 
turers would bo justified in finding 
every farthing of the mouey, for they 
would save 25 to 33 per cent on the 
prosent cost of carriage. Some interest- 
ing pacticulars of the exteusions of 
inlaud navigation in Europo, that are 
now being carried out, are given in tho 
pamphlet on the Manohoster Ship Canal, 
‘Phe French Government recently voted 
forty millions sterling, and are likely 
to spend two huudred millions bofore 
they have exhausted all their improve- 
mouts in water carriage, aud they have 
under their consideration a grand 
scheme fur the coustruction of a sbip 
canal from Burdenux, on tho Atlantic 
roaboard, to tho Mediterranean, a dis- 
tanco of 270 miles. ‘The cust is 
estimated at fifty-six millivus sterling. 
Holland, Germany, and Austria are in- 
creasing their wator-waye, In Canada 
aud the Uuited States largo extensions 
are being made; with the object of 
choaponing the freight on grain. \Whon 
the Canal is carried out goods intended 
for the Hust will be shipped at Man- 
chester, Is the caual likely to lead to 
ton being sent.direct to that city, there 
by restoring tat portion of the trade 
which was diverted to Loudon some 
thirty years ago ?

In consequence of this 
conaure, M. Gambetta at once resigned his 
functions. | Shortly afterwards he pro- 
ceeded to Spain, and resided there for 
some months in seclusion, buthe afterwards’ 
returned to France and obtained a seat in 
the Assembly, where he was regarded as a 
leader of the Radial wing. of the Repub- 
ican party. In Sept. 1872, he made a 
kind. of Democratic “Progress” in_the 
South of Franco, receiving a semi-oficial 
welcome from the municipal authoritios. 
He delivered a famous speech at Grenoble, 
which was regarded as a manifesto and 
programme of the Red party, amounting 
to a declaration of war against the 
Government of the National Assembly. 
Another famous speech was delivered at 
Aix in January 1876, At th 
year 1877 Mr. Gambetta vi 
had private conferences with tho leading 
atatosmen of tho Italian Kingdom, On 
Sopt. 11th, 1877 ho was condemned by the 
eleventh correctional tribunal of Paris to 
oreo montis imprisonment aud to pay a 
fino of 2,000 francs, for having said of Mat- 
shall Macmahon at a private meeting at 
Lille that after next election the Prosident 
‘of the Republic must either submit or 
resign—il faudra ou so sommottro, ou so 

Ho was also prosecuted for his 
ular to the electors of the twentioth 
arondissement of Paris. Judgment was 
pronounced on October 12th, two days 
before the election, Mf. Gambetta being con- 
domned to pay & fine of 4000 francs. 
‘Two days lator he was olected Deputy for 
the twentieth arondissemont, M. Gambetta 
called M. Fourton a line in the Chamber 
in November 1878, and, in consequence, 
erfectly harmless duel was, fought 
Betireon thom ; it being hinted at the time 
that only blank cartridges were used. 
Aftor serving for some time as Prosident 
of the Chambor M. Gambetta was compelled 
on the resignation of M. Ferry's Cabi 
form a ministry, which he did 
November 1881’ on extromo democratic 
principles. Four months lator his cabinet 
resigned having failed to carry the measure 
called ‘scrutin de and Was suc 
by the ministry of M. de Freycinet, Since 
then M. Gambetta has not taken an active 
part in politics, but has presided over tho 
Chamber.

We 
aro indebted to. the courtesy of Dr. Focke, 
Consul-General for Germany, for the copy 
of the Regulations we print elsewhere ;

‘objection to the compilation as it stands.

CHINESE MENDICANCY. 
Norsme, perlaps, can be adduced as a 
more cogent illustration of the paternal 
character of the Chinese Government, 
than the minute interest which the 
Emporor is made to take in matters 
affecting the very hamblest of his 
subjects. Occurrences which in Europe 
would never attuia greater celebrity 
‘than may be counected with a police- 
court are constantly bronght before 
the notice of His Majesty, aud pab- 
lished to the world at large in tho 
colamns of the Imperial Gazette, A 
receat number of this must auique 
journal contains the particulars of a 
oage which affords a very curious 
insight into the life of a cluss of por- 
sous who, though the lowest of the low, 
form a distinct community, governed 
by its own laws and codv of honour, 
and by no means devoid of intorest to 
those who are fond of sindying human 
nature in the Middle Kingdom. We 
refer to the numerous aud in certain 
respeots important race of Beggars. 
‘Thore is no viler set of people in Chinn 
than these. ‘True, they thove our pity, 
whon we watch thom naked, filthy, aud 
almost starving, upou the streets of 
Poking during the rigours of a Northeru 
wiuter, ‘The reliof afforded them by the 
authorities of the Cupital goes a short 
way towards mitigating their miseries, 
but only a short way. A bowl of t 
wretohed slops kuown as congee 
provided for all who apply at the soup. 
kitobens and so-called warm refuges, 
but this is cold comfort at best, and 
the authorities seem utterly blind to 
the fact that the proper way to deal 
with the swarms of mondicants who 
infost Peking is to force them to work, 
aud then pay them properly for their 
Jabours. Beggary is an aotual profes- 
sion in China as it is elsewhere, and 
the beggar is not only the most im- 
moral bat also the laziest of human 
beings. It is difficult to feel entire 
sympathy with a creature who prefors 
to starve and shiver rather thau exert 
himself to work, aud we believe it is 
only this inveterate laziness on the 
part of beggars which prevents them 
from being a distinct aud positive 
anger to avy'city in which they may 
abound. That they aro occasionally 
guilty of grievous orime a recent 
Memorial from the Viceroy of Chibli 
clearly proves, There was a beggar 
named Chang, who, oue day, fell in with 
two others of his profession, an old 
mau aud a blind womav. These wei 
thought to be man and wife ; but whi 
ever may have been their relations, a 
partnership was entered into by the 
three, who agreed to havo a commor 
fund. Some days after, they arrived 
at tho Boll Temple village near Peking, 
and lodged in a hut in the neighbour- 
hood of a threshing-floor. ‘Then came 
a split in the camp. ‘The beggar 
Chang went out next day to beg, and 
returned very unsuccessful and in a 


























proportionately acrid humour. He 
found that bis partners had been luckier 
than he, and hud devoured everything 
they had collected without waiting to 
share it with him. To his abuse of 
them for want of good fellowship the 
old man retorted by accusing Chang 
of an inordinate appetite, and not 
bringing in his share to the common 
steck. This led to farther recrimina- 
tions, daring which the old man kicked 
over a bow! containing sume rice-soup, 
which Chang intended to warm up for 
his own supper. Then Chang fell upon 
both his partners and murdered them 
in cold blood as they slept that night, 
As soon as they were dend, he took the 
bodies and fang them into un old veget- 
able pit, where they were discovered 
shortly after by a passer-by. ‘The mur. 
dorer was immediately apprebouded and 
sentenced to be decapitated. The words 
with which the story is concluded in 
the Peking Gazelle aro ulmost amusing. 
* His head is to be exposed ; he should, 
by rights, forfeit half his property, but, 
being n beggar, lio bas none.” It is 
almost surprising that occurrences of 
this natare are not more frequent than 
they are, Nothing, to our mind, shows 
more coi ingly the shortsighted: 
of the Chinese authorities in de 
with sociat abuses than their policy 
towards this worthless and most pesti- 
lontial class. ‘here is not a respectable 
shopkeeper in Peking upon whom somo 
blackmail, of greater or smaller atoant, 
is uot levied by professional beggars, 
Tho misorable object goos slowly along 
the street, stopping regularly at evory 
shop, in front of which he keeps up an 
intolerable whining until the shopman 
throws him a cash or two to take him- 
solf off. Somo times a shop will be 
besieged by a band of beggars, and 
this we believe is the penalty incurred 
by all who refase to givo iu the regular 
way to individaal cormorants. But 
mauy merchants now buy themselves 
off by subscribing periodically to the 
beggars’-guild, much in the same way 
as travellers ia disturbed districts pay 
& commutation-foe to the head of a 
robber-band and are unmolested in 
consequence. ‘That such a state of 
things should exist and bo conuived at 
by the authorities is discreditable in the 
extreme. There is no city in tho Empire 
where there are not roads terribly out 
of repair, buildings tumbling down, and 
dirt, decay, and neglect everywhere 
appareut. If mendicancy were punished 
as acrime, and the beggars forced to 
earu their living by honest labour for 
the public good, Chinese cities would 
be rather less barbarous than they are, 
and the public be relieved from the 
extortious of a demoralised and loath- 
some crew. 























‘THE ITALIAN OPERA. 
‘Las Royal Italian Opera Company have 
given their last porformauce, and a most 
unsatisfactory season is thas brought to 
a close. It is difficalt to assign avy 
one reason, which would be universally 


accepted, for what has been a failare 
and a disappointment. The mombers 
of the troupe do not occupy the front 
rauk of their profession, it is trae ; bub 
they are trained artists, they have fair 
voices, they are able to render difficult 
music creditably, and their repertory is 
by no menns limited. Of course they 
have been labouring under disadvant- 
ages whiclr mast more or less affect all 
travelling companies. ‘The sceniv re. 
sources at their disposal have been few 
and meagre; their choruses have indis- 
putably been poor, from sheer want of 
singers ; and even Signor Goré’s instru. 
mentation aud that of his co-operators 
could never make up for the absence of 
a proper orchestra, Allowing, however, 
for those unavoidable deficiencies, we 
think that the Company deserve every 
credit for Ube performances they have 
managed to give, besides cordial appre- 
ciation of the generous assistance they 
rendered on two occasions to philan- 
thropic objects. We regret their ill- 
success very sincerely, aud think they 
deserved better at our hands, In 
case their amour propre have suffered 
in consequence, we ueed only mention 
the fact that when Arabella Goddard 
came to Shaughai some years ago she 
played to a more handfal in tho pit, and 
a particularly angelect haudfal at that, 

‘The present opportunity may be taken 
advantage of for offering a few remarks 
on the subject of the opera genorally, 
As operas are now written and por 
formed, they represent a orude and 
nusatisfactory condition of the lyrio art, 
The combination of acting and singiug, 
—in its present stago at all evonte,—is 
a barbarism. We hold it to be im- 
possible for any man to act while he is 
singing, and equally impossible for tho 
andience to enjoy the singing to the fall 
extent while distracted from it by bad 
acting. A comparison between the 
drama and the opera is perfectly legiti- 
mate in discussing this phaso of art. 
A clever actor, whose business it is to 
bold the mirror up to nature, will speak, 
move, look, as the situation requires in 
a way to mako you forgot that he is act. 
ing. Every gesture, every expression, 
every utterance appears unpremeditated 
aud natural, and the illusion produced 
upon the mind of the spectator is very 
nearly perfect. It matters not in what 
special line the actor may distinguish 
himself,—tengedy, drama, comedy, or 
or farce. If he be a man of talent, 
the result will be equally satisfying to 
tho senso of art; and given a well. 
written play, with striking situations, 
a natural aud witty dialogue, and an 
interesting plot, there is nothing to 
prevent the attainment of sheer per- 
fection in the power of pourtraying 
nature. But in opera all is different. 
‘There, a man is haudioapped so heavily 
by the exigencies of the music that it 
is simply impossible for him to do 
more than conform to the barest and 
most primitive requirements of the 
stage. Conventionality usurps the 
place of art, with results that, from an 

















artistic standpoint, are grotesque in the 
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extreme. Norma bursts into a song 
on discovering the treachery of her 
lover. Don Giovanni descends iuto 
the fiery pit singing with all the for- 
vour of a chorister. Fnust moralises 
over the problems of life aud know- 
Jedge to the accompaniment of violins 
and flutes. The music is berutiful, no 
doubt, but the concession to the nature 
of opera in tho abstract is enormons. 
The natural play of the passions is 
sacrificed to and fugues, and 
the. interpretation of passion by the 
musio frastrated by tho exigencies of 
the stage, In some instances the music 
of an opera is written quite independ- 
ently of its plot, and uo attempt what- 
ever mado to adapt tho score to the 
libretto, or the libretto to tho score. 
Drama may be full of reality ; opora, 
never. It is amusing to watch the 
awoodon gestures of a singing actor, 
and to speculate upon their pro. 
bable meaning. Now he puts out his 
arm, aud then clutches himself in the 
region of the stomach. Anon he raises 
afingor to his ohiv, with an expres- 
sion of dismay; thon drops it on to 
his thigh, and stauds akimbo for a 
change. ‘These absurd motions are 
gone through with the regularity of a 
skipjack, and convoy about as mach idea 
or meaning, Tho membors of the chorus, 
perhaps, present the most foulish ap- 
penrance, At certain timos, they will 
all put ont their hands togethor, in a 
vague and aimless fashion; at auother 
timo they will look at each othor simul- 
taneously, all with tho samo expression 
on their faces; and then, perhaps, fall 
into an attitade of attention, or stand- 
at-oase, like a squad of recruits at 
drtil. The absurdity of such an oxbi- 
bition is manifest, aud puts it out of 
our power to point the finger of scorn 
at the eccentricities of the Chinese 
stage. ‘The fault simply lies in the 
opera itself as at prosent constituted, 
‘The music would be far more o 

joyable if it wero not associated with 
futile attompts at acting; the acting 
would be far less ridiculous if not 
hampered by the restraints of music, 
To fact tho two “kill” ench other, and 
for the reason that they aro impor- 
fectly combined. It lias beon resorved 
for Waguor to ariso and show us what 
opera really ought to be. He claims 
to have invented a new art, which is 
neither music nor acting nor scenery, 
but something which presonts the pas- 
sions in an ideal form by the blending 
or coalescence of all three, in a manuer 
of which uo one ever dreamed before, 
Wagner's musio-dramas, taken ns a 
whole, constitute the perfect embodiment 
of somo ono great thought, expressed in 
music aud decorated with all{the re- 
Sources of the scenic art. Each bar 
and-cadence is fitted to the words ; each 
orash of harmovy or melodious fugue 
is intended to represent some definite 
idea; the mise-en-scéne is the outward 
semblance, the visible sign, of the hid- 
den motif of the poem. When we com- 
pare this graud conception with the 
inkling trivinlities which to so Inrgo 


























an extent enter into modern conven. 
tional opera—the drivelling imbeci- 
lities of the libretli, and tho crudities 
of the presontments gouerally—it is 
impossible not to seo in Wagner a 
reformer of the finest and most original 
type, whose operas are in ench instance 
fa noble poem, wedded to and inter- 
preted by music based on philosophic 
principles. It was not to be expected 
that the revelation made by Wagner 
could be received at once, but there is 
every indication in the Inter works of 
some at least of the masters of the 
Italian school that it will be the Music of 
the Bature. 





QUARANTINE, 


‘Tue correspondence recently published 
in our columus between two writers 
signing themselves respectively ‘Audax’ 
and ‘Common Sense,’ which bas cor- 
tainly uot resulted in either party 
convineing or perhaps even undor- 
standing the other, dealt with a sub- 
ject of uo small importance to tle 
well-being of the community. ‘Tho 
immediate question at issue was not 
whother tho Quaranti:e systom is a 
desirable one or the revorse, but whethor 
sanilary regulations had been 
complied with or disregarded in a 
specific caso. With this point we have, 
however, nothing to do at present. 
‘The broad priuciple of Quarantine, 
which Common Senso’ attacked under 
the mistaken impression that ‘ Audax’ 
was defending it, is the ono wo wish 
to discuss to-day ; and there is no doubt 
that a good case can be mado out both 
for and against its value. ‘The object 
of quarantine is to protect a healthy 
port against the infection of disease 
conveyed to it from a place whero that 
disoase is prevalent. Tho advocates of 
quarautine will maintain that the sys- 
tom pursued is based on sound scientific 
priociples, aud that its excellence lias 
been borne ont by practical and ac- 
knowledged fnots. “It stnuds to reason, 
they will say, that if smallpox or cholora 
ig raging, say, in Antwerp, there ix 
every danger of its being carried over 
the sen to Harwich by any vessel that 
plies botween the two ports ; aud that 
the chances of communicating disease 
are still greater when thore are actually 
cases of it on board. ‘To obvinte this, 
it is necessary for a vessel arriving 
from au infected port to be kept 
separate fur n certain time, and no 
communication permitted between the 
passongers and tbose on shore. Tho 
serious inconvenience arising to per- 
fectly healthy people from these regula- 
tions is not worthy to be taken into 
account, and they are kept close 
prisoners, at a serious risk and heavy 
daily expense to themselves, until the 
ship can be pronounced clean. Similar 
provisions of course are observed in the 
case of steamers resorting to au infected 
port, and hore the ease is if auything 
harder still; but no consideration of loss 


























or aumoyance to individuals can be per- 
mitted for one moment to modify the 





stringency of regulations which are the 
only enfeguard against the spread of a 
desolating epidemic, 

Now uo reasonable person will deny 
that all ships arriving at any port, 
having on board persons sick of au 
infections disordor, should be subjected 
to such regulations as will protect those 
that are still healthy. But we record 
our firm opinion that the rigours of 
quarantine as at preseut carried ont aro 
distinctly dangerous to the healthy aud 
do little good to the sick. The first 
thing that sliould be dono on the arrival 
a ship with, say, « smallpox pationt om, 
board is the removal of the sufferer, 
either to a hospital or to his own house, 
‘That the whole crew and all the pas- 
sengers and officors of such a ship 
should be kept by force in closo proxi- 
mity to a case of smullpox, or even in 
@ coufessedly infected atmosphere, 
seems to us au outrage upon common 
sense. Such a regulation is caloalated 
to spread contagion throughout the 
whole assembly, and to convert the 
devoted ship into a lazar-honse. Those 
who escape illuess may bo rained for 
life by tho loug and terrible delay. Ib 
is conceivable that their affairs on 
shore are of such o untare as to de- 
mand their immediate and persoval 
attention, for lack of which the gravest 
results will accrue. ‘Their wives or 
parouts may bo dying within a fow 
miles of them, but the quarantine must 
not be broken ; there they must stay, 
close prisoners on board, beonuse some- 
body lins had smallpox during the 
voyage, Surely such tyranny requires 
to bo justified by the direst necessity, 
the most urgent aud alarming dauger. 
Bat is it so? Is au outbreak of emall- 
pox or cholera over traceable to the 
arrival of iufected vessels at a port, 
and is it over prevented by suoh regu. 
lations as are now in force? We be- 
lieve that this is difficult of proof. We 
believe that the ouly regulations which 
aro ever likely to provent epidemics aro 
sanitary regulations on land. Clean 
drains, clean streots, the propor disposal 
of garbage, puro water, unadulterated 
milk—thesoare safeguards whichshould 
be promoted by the strictest sorutiny: _ 
that the Municipal authorities have it 
in their power to enforce. When thes 
are absent, it is unnecessary to tale 
about quarantining vessels: all the 
possibilities of disease are already rifo, 
and in the air, When they prevail, 
tho sooner the passengers of a sus. 
pected ship are sot freo from their 
dangerous surroundings and permitted 
to breathe a purer atmosphere, the 
fower will be the chances that the 
disease will spread. To attempt to 
shut out the germs of disease from a 
given port by quarantine regulations 
is about as hopeful a task as to try 
aud exclade a flight of locusts by the 
same process, Tle fallacy of suppos- 
ing that epidemic diseases are naturally 
contagious was wittily oxposed by a 
late physician, “If you and I are 
exposed to the rain,” said Dr. Radoliffe, 
“we shall both get wet; but it does 
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not follow that we shall wet one an- 
other.” Yet it was on this principle, 
mistaken as we believe it to be, that 
measures against the plague were 
founded. It was death for avybody 
to go near a plegue-stricken patient ; 
but it never seems to- have occurred 
to. anybody that the death was in 
the air, and that it got there from 
the filthiness and impurity of the cities 
where people lived, the wreichedness 
of their food, and the overcrowding 
of their houses. Quarantine seems 
to be founded upon the same principle, 
and wo believe that it will disappear 
entirely in time, It is already dis 
carded iu England, and this ld 
example will uot be long without 
imitators. It will be found necessary 
that proper sanitary regulations, based 
ou humane and common-seuse. prinei- 
ples, be substituted for the tyrannical 
Jawe-still in vogue in various countries, 
and that compliance with these regula. 
tions be properly and intelligently 
enforced. Every vessel should be 
boarded by a competent Health Officer 
on arrival; the sick should bo removed 
to some place of safely, the ship fumi- 
gated if necessary, and the healthy 
prssengers pormitled to land in peace. 
The present system is far likelier to 
promote tho spread of disease than to 
arrest it,

lerived theic knowledge from the teachings 
of the Jesuit Fathers. Hie rango in that 
ortion. of his history, was accordingly 
Fimited to Geometry, Trigonometry, an 
fow elementary notions of Algebra. ‘The 
whole of what is now known as the higher 
mathematies remained to hi 
cognita until about thirty years ago, when 
ho became acquainted with Mr. Alex. Wy! 
of the Loudon Mission, whom ho aided 
in trovslating, besides other works, the 
‘Analytical Geometry and Differential aud 
Tntegral Calewlus of Professor Loomis. 
Ho also aided Dr. Edkins in the translation 
of Whowell’s Mechanics, and Mf. Wylie 
in the translation of Horschel’s Astronomy, 
‘thus obtaining some notion of the applica: 
tions of mathematics. Unlike most Chinese 
writers, who, in similar eases, seldom rise 
above the level of an amanuensis, Professor 
Li's intelligence kept pace with his pen ; 
and it is not too much to say that he 
acquired a thoroush mastery of all these 
subjects, as fue as they are taught in the 
toxt-books referred to. 

Tn 1869, the Tsuny-li Yamén, on the re- 
‘commendation of Kno Sung-tao, called him 
toa chait in the ‘ang-won College, then 
newly established. In this position, 
though already feeling the weight of 
years, he laboured with much zeal until 
about two months ago, when he suffered 
what appeared to bo a slight stroke 
of paralysis. Iu the Colloye, his instrne- 
tions have been of apecial value ty a class 
of Foung men who were unacquainted with 
foreign languages, and by consequence mn- 
able fo proseciite @ course of mathematicnl 
study with foreign text-books, and under 
foreign professors. Profossor Li wasa fine 
specimen of what the Chinese mind is cap- 
able of accomplishing in the department to

As to reforms in the constitution of 
the army, these are solely for the purpose 
of increasing the power of the forces.

CHINESE CUSTOMS TONNAGE DUES 
REGULATIONS. 

1.—What vessels pay Tonnage Dues.— 

With the exception of ships-of-war, pilot- 

boats and yachts, all othor v 

steat 








forth, or subject to the exceptions provided 


for in these regulation: 
2.—Tonnage Dues, when due.—Tonnage 
dues are duo on the oxpiration of furty- 
eight hours after arrival or on breal 
landing or shipping cargo, bullion 
excepted or landing “** shipping twenty 
or more passengers, which ever first hap- 
pens. 
3.—onnage Dues at what rates payable 
+ —Tonnage Dues are payable at tho rato of 
four maco per ton by vessols of moro than 
one hundred and fifty tons burden, and 
one mace per ton by vessols of one hundred 
and fifty tons or under. 
4.—Four-Month Certificates. —Tounage 
Dues having been paid, a Four Months’ 
Certificate will be issued on clearance, 
from which date the vessel will be exempt 
from tonnage dues for a period of four 
calendar months on exhibiting her cor 
ficate. Subsequent certificates aro to be 
dated from the date of the first elearance 
following the expiration of the preceding 
gortificate, 




























5.—What Vessels are exempt from pay- 
ment of Tonnage ues.—In addition to 
ships of war, yachts and pilot boats, the 
following classes of vessels are specially ex- 
empted from payment of Tonnage Dues 
provided the conditions affecting the exemp- 
tion are duly observed 

(a.)—Bonts employed in the conveyance 
of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of 
provision or other articles not subject to 
duty in or between the Treaty Ports ; 

(0.)—Merchant vessels which depart be- 
foro ‘the expiration of 48 hours from 
arrival, and which neither work cargo— 
personal baggage goldand silver bullion, and 
foreign coins excepted,—nor carry passen- 
gers aggregating inwards and outwards 
twenty or more. 

(c.)—Vessels which are reported to the 
Customs as having entered port specially 
for shelter or repairs (including steamers 
which en route for another port are forced 
to enter to coal) and which, occupying 
berths assigned ‘them by the Custom: 
observing Port Rules and Customs Regul: 
tions and working neither cargo nor pas- 
sengers depart as they arrived either in 
ballast or carrying away their ori 
cargo. (N. B. Ifin order to effect repairs, 
cargo. must necessarily be temporarily 
landed, special permission can be ob- 
tained on application, but such cargo must 
be replaced and taken away by the same 
vessel when departing.)

Other steamers, the property of such com- 
panies, entering port but not intended to 
depart or not departing with the regular 
contract mails are not covered by this 
Special Regulation, but must pay Tonnago 
Dues in accordance with the rules for 
ordinary traders, 
This Regulation, which is confined to 
Shanghai, is experimental and open to 
revision. 
8.—What Dues are paid by Chinese Junks 
wider foreign charter.—Chinese junks char- 
tered “by foroigners are required to -pay 
Port Dues according to the Chinese Tariff 
and Rules, if trading on the Yangteze, and 
‘Tonnage Dues once every four months at 
tho same rates as foreign vessels if trading 
between the Treaty Ports on the coast. 
9.—Customs Measurement for Tonnage, — 
‘Vessels requiring measurement or remea- 
surement may apply to the Customs to be 
measured. Gross Tonnage will be caleu- 
Iated in ‘accordance with Rule I of the 
British Merchant Shipping Act, and the 
deductions to be made therefrom in order 
to obtain the Tonnage-dues-paying Ton- 
nage will be calculated in accordance with 
i ms of the same Rule and 
actions published by the 
United States Government as to what parts 
above the upper deck to the hull should 
be included, approved of and adopted by 
the Chineso Customs. For conjoint mea- 
sscls for Tounage the usual 
fees will be payable.

Cattle in Native Dairies.—Tho Inspector 
reports that on 16th inst. he found all the 
cattle healthy and free from disease, 

Proposed Slaughter Houses at Pak-siew- 
jao.—The Chairman mentions that the 
French Council propose expending Tis, 
7/8,000 in purchasing a piece of land and 
constructing slaughter housesin the neigh- 
bourhood of Pah-sien-jao at the west end of 
tho Rue du Consulat, and that he has been 
asked whether this Council will co-operate 
with them by ing upon the butchers 
in the Settlements north of the Yang-king- 
Pang souding all their eattle to be killed at 
them. 

The Inspector of Markets reports that 
there are now 16 slaughter houses, 11 
at Pah-sien-jao on the wast hank of 
the Creek there, and 5 in Hongkew 
on the west bank of the Hongkew Creek, 
and as they are all outside the Settle- 
ments and not under Municipal con- 
trol, cleanliness canuot be insisted on 5 
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consequently they are kept in a filthy 
state, ‘Ihe risk, however, of diseased meat 
being brought to the viarket is uot very 
great, but ns the shipping are supplied 
direct from the slaughter houses, there is 
nothing to prevent-the butchers from dis- 
posing of their inferior meat amongst them. 
He thinks that it would be necessary 
to have two establishments for slanghtering 
cattle, &e., ns the Hongkew butchers would 
not care to take their animals to Pah-siew- 
jao to be killed, and then lave tu cart the 
meat back. 

‘Tho Council are of opinion that it would 
not be prudent to enter into any arrange- 
ment with the French Conneil until they 
know something about the proposed 
slaughter houses and how they are to be 
managed, besides which any arrangement 
they might be willing to make would not be 
binding on their successors. Finally it is 
decided to write to the French Coun 
asking for some details about the proposed 
scheme. 

Disturbance at Lottery Offices Report 
from the Inspector of Police submitted, 
giving particulars of the disturbances which 
took place on the 15th inst., at the lottery 
offices kept by Messrs. Eucarnagio and 
Sons, J. d’Aquino, and Diogo Dimz, when 
it was discovered that the numbers of 
tickets put into the wheel to be drawn 
did not correspond with the uumber ad- 
vertised. Three of the natives who were 
employed in the shops were brought to the 
Mixed Court, when tho Magistrate decided 
thom before the District Magistrate, 
aud said that he would send a full report

THE QUANGSE ROAD MURDER. 


ee 
‘The fire on Tuesday evening, trifling and 
unimportant as it seemed, is proved to 
have been the sequel of a revolting 
tragedy and some mysterious and horri 
ble facts were disclosed by exploring 
the debris of the houses burnt down on that 
night. On Wednesday the house where 
the outbreak originated was the first one 
examined. It was tenanted by a Chinese 
gentleman who had been an acting magi 
trate of a Fuhkion district. The police 
found a woman lying dead on a bed 
covered with. bed clothing, with evory 
indication of death having’ been caused 
by strangulation ; and further on, near the 
wall, was revealed © man’s body, not 
only with bruised marks on his’ neck 
as if ho had beon strangled to death, 
but with the head completely severed from 
the body. Close at hand a rnaty sword 
was found with which the brutal deed was 
in all probability committed, but up to 
& Inte hour last evening the head had 
not been discovered. Connected with 
i veral other facts 

re worthy of notice. The fire, 
3¢ be borne in mind, broke out 
clock, just the time the Chinese 
take their evening meal, and how a strong 
man at so early a time failed to escape is 
something inexplicable. The neighbours 
say that they heard a terrible explosion, 
and on hastening forth they saw nothing but 
a mass of flames bursting from the house. 
‘The sound of the explosion resembled the 
blowing up of gunpowder. Tho dead 
woman liad one of her hands blown off, 
and the man, too, had several 
if produced by explosives. ‘Th 
woman was notorious for her_torrible 
temper and harsh disposition, Her two- 
























































year-old child and the amah were 
missing on the night of the fire, 
and have not yet tured up. ‘The 


tipaos refused to allow the dead bodies 
to be buried or removed until the Magi 
trate has held an inquest over them, 
by which it is hoped this mystery may be 
cleared, There can bo no doubt that the 
house was purposely set on firo by the 
murderers to conceal their crime, and the 
coudition of an iron chest which was found 
amongst the ruins proves that their prim- 
ary object was plunder. 











‘The inquest on the bodies of the man- 
dariu and his wife, who were murdered 
prior to the firo on Tnesday afternoon, was 
unavoidably delayed on Thursday in’ con- 
sequence of the absence of the Che-hsien 
who isatSungkiang. We visited ene 
of the tragedy in the morning aud found 
trance barricaded and guarded by a 
¢ coustable who was making des- 
perate efforts to keep back the crowd 
of Chinese who were auxious to gratify 
their morbid curiosity. ‘The remains of 
the victims, which were concealed from 
view by some bamboo mats, were terribly 
charred and disfigured ; s0 much so that 
one had to examine them rather closely 
before they could be identified. In fact, 
any one entering the place, not knowing 
would be very likely to 
oticed. ‘The amah and 
child of the murdered couple were dis- 
covered at the residence of tle compra- 
dore of Messrs. Chapman, King aud C 
where, we hear, they had been on a visit 
prior to the trazedy of Tuesday evening. 
‘The amah and two men who were sureties 
for the missing coolies were arrested on

‘Thursday afternoon and confined in. thé 
Louza Station. Inspector Wilson examin- 
ed the woman on Thursday evening and 
elicited -the following facts: On Mon- 
day, the 25th ingt., abont 3 pm, five 
or ‘six men dressed in tight-fitting 
jackets and carrying sharp weapons 
cuncealed in their sleeves entered the 
house, led by the cook, who was evi- 
dontly aiding and abetting them. The 
amah heard i 

of scufiling ; she immediately came down, 
looked in the mandariu'’s bedroom and 
saw the men holding her master down on 
the bed, the latter groaning as though 
he wero in great pain. About the samo 
time she saw a mau endeavouring to 
strangle her mistress who was lying on an 
upium conch in the same room: she also 
stated that she saw the assistant cook 
place a quantity of bed-clothes over her 
mistress, as if to smother her with thom. 
the rofians had completed their 
ible task they next turned their atten- 
tion to the iron’ safe, previously referred 
to; they rifled it of its contents and 
distributed the spoil amongst them, Whilst 
the murder was being enacted the amah re- 
mained in another room, ‘The assassins 
afterwards endeavoured to silence her by 
threats of killing her and the child. She 
swore to preserve the secret of their 
crime if they allowed her to escape 
with her charge, ‘They then went away, 
leaving the two cooks masters of the 
sitnation. During the whole of Monday 
afternoon and night they kept strict 
watch over the amah and provented her 
from either giving any alarm or going out 
of doors. On ‘Tuesday they oceupied them- 
selves in emptying the house of everything 
valuablo and streming a quantity of inflam: 
mable material in each room. At seven 
o'clock on Tuesday morning the arunh went 
to the bedroom of her master and mistress 
and found tho door locked. She looked 
through the window and sav that the eur 
tain of hor mistress’s bed was down, “Sho 
could not see her ninster, as the body 
was placed in a corner, where sho 
could not distinguish it, ’She was at 
that time informed by the two cooks 
that the mandarin and his wife were both 
murdored. Ono of tho cooks thon wont 
out to get a boat in which to proceed to 
Swochow, and returned about 11 a.m, 
They thon got three wheelbarrows and 
loaded thom with a quantity of boxes aud 
bedding, with which the first cook made 
himself scarce. The second cook re- 
mained in the house fur some time and 
subsequently wont out, but did not return. 
‘Phe first cook camo’ back about 5 p.m, 
with a tin of kerosine oil. He opeued 
the door of the mandarin’s room by burat- 
ing the lock and poured some of the oil 
over the floor, Whilst the aah was put- 
ting the child to sleep in another room she 
heard the cook strike a match and soon after- 
wards the house was ina blaze. She then be- 
came alarmed, rau out of the house with 
the child; passed the night at a house in 
Hupeh Road and the next morning went 
to the compradore's where she was sub- 
sequently arrested. She is unable to give 
‘any account of the decapitation or in any 
way to explain the mutilated condition of 
the bodies. She knew her master had a 
large sword in the house, aud supposed 
the ruffians must have made use of it. 
After the examination the amah went away 
in charge of the compradore. Should the 
Che-hsion arrive the inquest will probably 
take place on Friday. Arrangements have 
‘been made with the Chinese authorities for 
the despatch of a steam-launch tu Soochow 
in pursuit of the murderers. The two men 
who were arrested with the amah, it ap- 
pears, are known to the police and do not 
bear particularly good characters. Accord- 
ing to the amah's story some of the articles 
of jewellery abstracted from the iron 
chest were of great value. Such is the 
sum and substatice of the woman’s evidence, 
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and there seems very little doubt that sho 
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is guiltless of complicity. The motive for 
the crite, it is now seen, was principally 
plunder, though it is possible feelings of 
revenge may have played some part in it, 
considering the mutilation of the corpses. 
‘The inquest on the victims of the recent 
murder, which was still being delayed in 
consequence of the non-arrival of the Che- 
hisien from Sungkiang, took place on Frid: 
ternoon. ‘The bodies remained in the 
same exposed condition and continued to 
bo an object of interest to the crowd 
of Chines who surrounded the site of 
the tragedy from morning till eveni 
Application was mado to the Chi 
authorities for a steam-launch, to yo in 
search of the murderers, but as there was 
some delay in procuring one an escort of 
police was despatched to Soochow in a 
boat on Thuraday afternoon. His Worship 
arrived from Sungkiang about 10 « m, and 
it was expycted that he would hold the 
quest about 2 pm, although the pro- 
ceedings did not commence until an hour 
after tut time. A large crowd assembled 
in front of the ruins and along the Upper 
Quangse and Poking Roads, amongst whom 
the utmost order and decorum prevailed. 
‘A few minutes before 3 p.m. the beating 
of gongs and other discordant sounds 
nounced the approach of the Cl

about sixty years of nge, of medium 
height, rather inclined to be stout, and 
has a’ good-natured benevolent expres- 
ion of countenance.

‘The amah was next ex- 
amined, She is a woman about midway 
between thirty and forty, stout, red-faced 
and by no means a beauty, She said her 
name was Ma and that she had stopped 
for several days in the house with the 
murdered eonple, ‘Lhe mandarin was 50, 
and his wife 40, years of ago. ‘They had one 
sou, sixteen years old, who had can away 
from them. “Phey had in their employ x 
cvok named Kén Bu, a Swochow man azed 
27, and a coolie, Hsia Pu, 3tyears old. The 
firo took place about 6 p.m. on Tuesday last 
and commenesd dow ustairs; the roomof hee 
master aud mistress was downstairs. ‘They 
were murdered on No. 16 day aud the fire 
occurred ou No. 17 day ( moon.) 
She saw the men enter the house; there 
were six of them, including two cooks. 
She came downstairs aud say one man 
holding her mistress whilst the other fire 
hold her » ‘The sume afterno 
wont upstai remained there all 
as she was afraid they would 
and the baby.

‘The next morning she 
came down and found her master’s door 
locked ; the six men were still in the house,

further examination. He then proceeded 
to examine the bodies—a task ho evidently 
did not care much about altho 

means of fumigation, it was made as little 
repulsive as possible, After looking at the 
remains for a few moments he returned to 
the room and questioned the compradore, 
with whom the amah has been staying, 
concerning the murdered couple, as re- 
gards their age, condition etc. He also 
asked what arrangements could be made 
about the funeral, and the witness, as far 
a4 we could understand, undertook to s 




















the bodies properly disposed of. His 
Worship said he might probably require 
the presence of the compradore in the city 
when the adjourned examination was held, 
and requested that security might be iron 
for his appearance, which was accordingly 
done. His Worshipexpressed great concern 
about the loss of the head, and wished that 
immediate search might be made for it. 
his, he was told, was impossible, but 
should be done as soon as possible. 
‘The amah aud the two security men, before 
referred to, were then formally remanded 
to the city and the Che-hsien shortly aftor- 
wards left, saying he liad no time to con 
tinue the enquiry. After his departure, pre: 
parations were commenced for the burial of 
the bodies, ‘The burnt clothes were removed 
and tlleir horrible condition exposed. The 
man's body was fearfully charred, aud 
his legs were almost entirely burnt away. 
There were several frightful holes aud 
wounds in the trunk, and a cushion under- 
neath the body was dyed with blood. ‘Tite 
's body, althongh much mutilated, 
re perfect. If the object of the 
assassins was plunder they were not over 
particular, as two jade-stone rings still 
remained ‘on the lingers of one of her 
































THE ADJOURNED INQUEST. 

Tho inquest on the bodies of the murder- 
ed mandarin and his wife was resumed in 
the city on Saturday. ‘The deposition of 
the amah before the City Magistrate was 
substantially the same as that taken by 
Iu»pector Wilson, but with a few ad i- 
tional particulars.” Ste said the murderers 
opened the safe with knives and not 
with keys as she lad previously stated, 
She admitted having received a yold bar 
which was taken from her by the 
cook who gave her a gold bracelet 
return for it, confessed to hi 
taken two te aining jewellery into 
the city on tl after the murder, 
she being accompanied thither by the chiet 
cook.
